ployments.

Neither 
ftrength, nor religion, nor loue of the 
truth, ſhall bee able co preſerue him 
from enchantments of couetouſnes. 
Which beingan inordinate loue of 
money, an euill concupiſcence of ha- 
 uing more then God hath alotted,or a 
lawfull courſe affoordeth : is ſuch a 
| kinde of [dolatry,astransformeth the 
worſhippers of this golden calte into 
[dolls themſelues , making them to 
haue eyes that ſce not,cares that heare 
not : only leauing them hands to han -

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dle that which peruerteth the eyes of 
the wiſe. It bores out their eyes, and 
maketh them as blinde as euer was 
Sampſoi; and Zedehiah. 

Eyes you know are tender things, 
and ſmall mores annoy them, even 
handtulls of barley and morſels of 
bread make ſuch men to tranſgrefle : 
Anda drams waight inieaed, encline 
the golden ſcoles of Iuſtice ra which 
fide they pleaſe.

{erable vndoing of poore ſuitors:ſuch 
falſe periured Sheriffs, Stewards of li- 

bercies and their Deputies, as for mo- | 
ney fallifie their charges : ſuch cor-| 
rupted Iurates and witneſſes of the 
poſt , which are as hammers and 
{words, and ſharp arrowes in their 
brethrens hearts : ſuch — 
li 
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liffs and lamb-bayliffs, as vex the 
poore Countrey-men with vaiuſt 
ſummons to the Aſhes and Seſſions, 
with the reſt of that Rabble. 

Theſe Muck-wormes of the world, 
which like the Gentles breede of pu- 
trefation, & Beetles tedin the dung, 
reliſhing nothing elſe bur earthly 
things: thinke there is no other god- 
i linctle bur gaine, no happinetſe bur ro 
ſcrape and gather, to hane and to hold. 
Let ſuch conſult ſhame to their hou- 
ſes : let ſuch make their ofhces as ca- 
ſting nets for all filh thar come : rill 
they getthe Diuell and all : Let them 
heap vp treaſures of wickedneſle and 
treaſures of wrath withall. 

But where there is any feare of God 
and loue of thetruth, ler 1ohns coun- 
ſell preuaile with them, to hee content 
with their due wages : Let Paul per- 
{wade them, that godlineſle is gaine 
withcontentation : Salomon, that 
Gods bleſſing maketh rich, and adds 
no ſorrow therewith : So ſhall they | 
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follow 1lethro's aduiſe the better, and | 
and prooue compleat Magiſtrates & 
Officers : Aen of conraze,men of religi- 
on,,en of truth, hatipg couctouſneſſe. 

Theſe are the foure Cardinall ver- 
'tues of Magiſtrates, of which if all 
| were compounded, and were as emi- 
[nent for them as for their place : and | 
[did (as the great Dictator of reaſon 
ſpeakes in his Politicks)as far exceede | 
the vulgar ſort in thoſe heroycall ver- 
rues, as the fatues of the gods,the [fa- 
twesot men : then would people be- 
| come voluntary ſubiefts,put the ſcep- | 
ters into their hands, and the law of 
commanding and obeying become 
ealte , things thought irreparable 
| would caiily be reformed.
